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Remarks

new matter was added by the amendments herein above. 

Claim Rejections 

35 U.S.C. §112 Rejection 

The Examiner rejected Claims 57, 62, 64, 66, 80, 91-93, 100 and 101 on the grounds of 
indefiniteness under 35 U.S.C. §112. The amendments to Claims 57, 62, 64, 66, 80, 91, 100 
and lOlovercome the rejection. 

Applicants have also amended Claims 70, 78, 79 and 85 to more clearly set forth the 
present invention. 

Nonstatutory Obviousness-Type Double Patenting Rejection 
The Examiner rejected Claims 56-101 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting over Claims 40-54 of U.S. Pat. No. 6,713,475. The enclosed terminal 
disclaimer overcomes this rejection.

Action, and that Claims 56-101 are now in condition for allowance. Applicants respectfully 
request the issuance of a timely Notice of Allowance in this case.
